Jakarta Gov't 
SeenDoomed;

JAKARTA (AP)—High Gov- 
ernment sources said Monday 
the Indonesian coalition Cabi- 
net of Premier Ali Sastroamid- 
jojo is expected to resign on 
Wednesday, : 

This decision, the sources 
said, followed a meeting Sunday 
between the five parties who 
make up the coalition on ‘the 
grounds the present Govern- 
ment is too weak to deal with 
Indonesia’s economic and _ poli- 
tical crisis. 

Since last December, three 
areas of the group of islands 
that make up Indonesia have 
rebelled against the . central 
Government — mainly because 
they oppose President Sukarno’s 
reported desire to bring Com- 
munists into the Government, 
and because they think they are 
not getting a fair share of prof- 
its from their exports, 

The sources said Government 
leaders ~will te Sukarno 
a new coalition Cabinet of Indo- 
nesia’s three major parties—the 
Mosiem Masjumi, Sastroamid- 
jojo’s Nationalist PNI Party, 
j and the orthodex Moslems. 

One Government official said 
under the Coalition party com- 
promise, Sastroamidjojo might 
be called on again to head the 
Government, but said he would 
have to give up his post as De- 
fense Minister if he did so.

The Foreign Office disclosed 
Monday that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment last Saturday asked the 
Soviet Union te stop eondueting 
nuclear weapons tests. 


The demand, 
through Japanese Charge d’Affa- 
ires in Moscow, Kinya Niizeki, 
followed three similar requests 
to the British Government cail- 
ing for suspension of planned 
hydrogen bomb tests in the 
South Pacific, - 


The note to the Seviet Govern- 
ment pointed out that on Feb. 
15, 1956, the Japanese Govern- 
ment transmitted Diet resolu- 
tions calling for prohibition of 
nuclear bomb tests to the Soviet 
Union as well as to the United 
States and Britain, [It also re- 
called that on May 17 the same 
year, Japan renewed this plea. 


The Japanese note also men- 
tioned a series of five nuclear 
weapons tests, conducted by the 
Soviet Union without advance 
warnings after Japan received 
the Soviet reply on July 18, 
last year. At that time, the 
Soviet Government claimed that 
it was conducting the tests with 
the utmost caution, 

The note then pointed out 
that it is generally recognized 
by scientists that no amount of 
caution can eliminate possible 
dangers from nuclear tests. 


It has been scientifically estab- 
lished that fallouts, harmful and 
dangerous from the point ef 
preservation of health, continue 
long after the tests are held, 
the Foreign Office note said.

Dulles Opens SEATO 
Meet, Attacking Soviet 


CANBERRA (INS)—Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles 
opened the plenary session of 
the SEATO Council meeting 
Monday with a biting attack on 
“vicious” Soviet tactics in the 
Middle East. 

He accused the Russians of 
seeking-to set Mid-east countries 
against.éach other by “vicious 
propaganda and large-scale arms 

He ‘also denounced the Com- 
munist Chinese, who he said 
were being given open support 
by the Soviets in a policy of 
“colonialism, imperialism and 
defiance of the United Nations.” 

The American diplomat said 
this had’“ominous implications 
for all free Asian nations.” 


But he predicted communism 
in China “will stumble over its 
own itherent defects” and the 
Asian people would see right 
through it just as the European 
people did. 

In the three years since the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza- 
tion was formed the alliance 
had proved a strong bulwark 
and contributed greatly to the 
relative peace and _ security 
“which all member nations now 
enjoy,” Dulles declared. 

Dulles told his conferees there 
were some free Asian leaders 
who “Might not vet be fully 
aware of the danger from the 
numerous underground forces 
which the Communist conspi- 
rators traditionally use.” 

But he added that in various 
free Asian countries there was 
evidence of “official action to 
counter Communist penetration 
of schools, trade unions and 
minority groups.” 

He said these were “encourag- 
ing beginners.” 

Earlier, the top American for- 
eign affairs official made a na- 
tionwide broadcast to the Aus 
tralian~ people. 

Australian Foreign Minister 
Richard G, Casey told members 


- of the council he believes the 


situation in Southeast Asia has 
substantially improved due to 
the existence of SEATO. 

But-he added the area “still 
faces an unrelenting campaign” 
to combat the war international 
communism is waging through 
insurrection, terrorism, political 
pressure, propaganda and sub- 
yersion.

Government reaction to 
threats of.trouble has been a 
mounting wave of house 
searches and arrests, particular- 
ly among students, increased 
police patrolling and calls for 
“vigilance” and “resolute retali- 
ative measures” to “annihilate 
the forces of counterrevolution.” 


Japanese Consul 
In Hamburg Hurt 


LUEBECK, Germany (AP) 
—Shozo Harada, 32, Japanese 
Consul in Hamburg, and an- 
other Japanese official were 
seriously injured Sunday when 
their car skidded and overturn- 
ed on a road near Trave- 
muende, a West German Baltic 
port. 

Consul General Taro Toku- 
naga told newsmen that Mrs. 
Harada and her two children 
escaped unhurt in the accident. 

Harada and the other official 
were taken to a hospital with 


head injuries. 


Japan-Red China Relations 
Virtually Restored—Chou 


PEIPING (Kyodo)—Premier 
Chou En-lai Monday said the 
frequent interchange of person- 
nel between Communist China 
and Japan indicated that the 
relations between the two coun- 
tries had virtually been restored. 

In an interview with a Japa- 
nese motion picture mission, 
Chou said the only thing yet to 
be done was the signing by the 
foreign ministers of both na- 
tions of formal documents for 
resumption of diplomatic rela- 


tions. 

While expecting that a formal 
resumption of diplomatic ties 
will come before long, Premier 
Chou said it was desirable to 
wait for the time to ripen with- 
out trying to do the impossible. 


Chou, during his meeting with 
the Japanese mission lasting one. 
hour and 40 minutes, also said 
the Chinese learned much 
through the Chinese-Japanese 
interchange which has become 
increasingly frequent. 


Japan’s Case Improved 
By Protest to Russians 


LONDON (AFP)—Japan’s rep- 
resentations to the USSR about 
the Soviet nuclear tests in 
Siberia will help to put Japan's 
case in a more favorable light, 
diplomatic circles stated in Lon. 
don Monday. 

The failure of the Japanese 
Government to protest against 
the Soviet tests while waging a 
strong diplomatie and political 
campaign against past Amer- 
ican tests and the forthcoming 
British tests in the Pacific was 
very much resented in British 
official circles. They felt that 
Japan was adopting a double 
standard: firmness toward friend- 
ly Powers and hesitation toward 
the Soviet Union. 


However, diplomatic circles 
féel that the Japanese represen- 
tation to Russia will help 
strengthen equally the British 
case: Britain will hot any more 
be alone “in the dock” and Japa- 
nese public opinion wil be able 
to compare the “utmost care” 
taken by Britain for the forth- 
coming tests with the secrecy

surrounding the Russian experi- 


ments. 
Concerning the latter, It was 


stated Monday at the Foreign 
Office that the British Govern- 
ment was able to confirm “from 
their own sources” that Russia 
had carried out another nuclear 
weapons test. 

Neutral observers in London 
think that there may be now a 
better chance for the United 
Nations Disarmament Subcom- 
mittee, which is meeting here 
on March 18, to adopt the pro- 
posals sponsored by Japan, 
Canada and Norway that all 
nuclear bomb tests be register- 
ed in advance with the United 
Nations. 

It is also more likely that an 
agreement about the limitation 
of nuclear tests will be con- 
templated in the disarmament 
talks, There is, however, no 
indication that Britain will en- 
ter such an agreement before, 
to quote the influental Time’s 
expression, “she has had her 
bangs” in the Pacific. .

Adm, Rawson Bennett, Chief 
of Naval Research, said “we 
have no idea” what progress 
the Soviets have made in carry- 
ing out plans to launch a globe- 
circling “Baby Moon” satellite.

ance of a nation perpetrate 
grave injustices.” - : 

On Nov. 10 last the Holy 
Father, anxious for a peace 
which had been undermined and 
hopeful of contributing to the 
future safeguarding of peace, 
broadcasted a vibrant and hope- 
ful radio message to peoples 
and governments in these clear 
and forceful words: “In the 
name of religion, civilization, 
and of right human sentiment, 
enough of this illegal and bru- 
tal repression; of these threats 
of war; of hegemonies among 
powers; of all things which 
change and mortify the spirit 
and destroy the fruits of work 
and progress.” 

Great were the reverbera- 
tions of the recent Christmas 
message throughout the world, 


which was met with widespread 
agreement and wholehearted 
affirmation, for he judges the 
gravity of the problems on 
which he comments not only in 
the light of recent happenings, 
but in the light of principles 
immutable and supreme, which 
are for the good of all. This 
document, in fact, recalls man

The root of the present evils 
is a concept of man profoundly 
in. error and therefore far from 
reality.

An excessive opti- 
mism exalts every human act, 
and invests it with an intrinsic 
and ‘inerrable nobility. Péssi- 
mism, although deriving from 
opposite premises, reaches the 
same results, as it leaves his- 
tory to the mercy of laws of 
nature external to the human 
creature, which inexorably dom- 


inate him and leave him op-} 
“pressed, broken, and crushed. 


It is essential not to forget 
the proper dignity of man, who 
is a free person capable of do- 
ing good but with tendencies 
toward evil. This principle is 
verified in every field of 
thought, labor, technology, eco- 
nomics, and politics. The de- 
sire to restore society, depend- 
ing solely on man and his tech- 
hology, and at the same time 
neglecting, or even worse, fight- 
ing religion, is tantamount to 
renouncing all possibility of es- 
tablishing a lasting order. 

Call for Union 

The reminder to consider 
these great truths is accompani- 
ed by a warm exhortation for 
a union of all free people which 
would guarantee mutual respect 
and satisfy the ardent desire of 
all humanity for peace. 

The realization of a more 
profound fraternity has been, 
in fact, the ruling aim and pur- 
pose which Pius XII has follow- 
ed in the 18 years of his Ponti- 
ficate; years that were all aim- 
ed at making shine forth over 
the world, in a spirit of faith 
and charity, the light of hope, 
for, to quote his words, “the 
future belongs to those who 
love, not to those who hate.” 


pontificate he has on every oc- 
easion shown to a world, odi- 
ously divided and hostile, the 
sure way to reach the goal of 
peace in the domains of right, 
freedom, justice, and fraternity. 
With good reason His Excel- 
lency, the dean of the diploma-

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Wednesday evening in Sankei 
Hall was a “big show” in every 
respect. It was a big prof#ftam 
not only in the fact that three 
major concerti were tossed off at 
a clip by this young visiting So- 
viet violinist—the second noted 
Russian artist to visit these 
shores after the magistrial Da- 
vid Oistrakh some two seasons 
ago—but stature was also im- 
pressively revealed by the solo- 
ist’s insouciant display of dazz!- 
ing technique and of an uncanny 
indifference to hair-raising dif- 
ficulties. 

One had visions of the dia- 
bolic Paganini whose similar 
feats are recorded in anhectotal 
accounts and histories of his 
time. But there is no lank and 
cadaverous Mephistophelian look 
about this mid-twentieth cen- 
tury Russian virtuoso. Like the 
redoubtable Ojistrakh, whose 
junior he is by some 20 
years, Mr. Bezrodny is stocky, 
healthy-looking, and ebulliently 
business-like as he stands on the 
stage to deliver the music. It 
may be that the music he de- 
livers is strictly according to his 
lights, and no small part of the 
delivery is compounded of sheer 
ebullience. With feet set firm- 
ly, he oscillated with each sweep 
of the climaxes, or he actually 
stepped back ahd forth as he vyi- 
gorously attacked the two-, 
three- and four-fold stopping. 

Show of Technique 


Youthful vigor, astonishing 
outpouring of energy and tech- 
nical and assured facilitity were 
the high-water marks of Mr. 
Bezrodny’s playing the .entire 
evening. Such relentless vir- 
tuoso performances has interest 
for practically everyone, and 
certainly this concert was as 
fiery a display of pyrotechnics 
as one can ever hope to witness 
these days. But with all due 
respect to the visiting guest's 
technical powers, which are in- 
deed prodigious,—there were 
never any problems for him 
the entire evening long, all 
hazards were o’erleaped with 
sheer abandon, and with fantas- 
tic accuracy,—one is neverthe- 
less. bound to say that two 
hours of such prodigality was 
sheer extravagance of virtues. 
Besides, it had aiso its cloying 
effect, 

I have no doubts that Mr. Bez- 
rodny has also admirable and 
exemplary musical gifts; there 
were moments when these were 
manifested in long, relaxed melo- 
dic phrasing with a firm, steady 
tone, and in several passages re- 
flecting intense personal feeling. 
But these remained only mo- 
ments in a welter of technical 
sensationalism, so that while 
one could not help applauding 
the virtuoso, One was also left: 
hankering for more musical 
qualities, 

Tour de Force 

Nor can one attribute this 
lack to the construction of the 
program, which was a highly 
musical one; it opened with a 
beautiful concerto by Mozart, 
went on to Kabalevsky’s C Major 
Concerto (1948), and concluded 
with the colossal one by Brahms, 


This, in itself, was a tremen- 
dous tour de force, and even if 
the feat came off adroitly, it 
left much to be desired from 
an interpretative point of view. 
It was obvious that Mr. Bezro- 
dny preferred to treat each of 
these works as “showpieces” for 
his exceptional equipment, and 
hence his treatment of them 
sounded much the same regard- 
less of their musical derivation 
or stylistic demands, 


His reading of Mozart's Con- 
certo No. 4, in D Majof (K, 218), 
was impressive for rhythmic 
animation and precise articula- 
tion of the notes, but it remains 
in memory only as a slick bit 
of virtuoso playing. .Even more 
so the Brahms, whose radiance 
and luminosity suffered from 
the violent and tempestuous at- 
tacks wrought upon it, leaving 
this listener wondering where 
all the music’s warm serenity 
and tranquil mood had flown 
en |

A Big Show—Full of Glitter and Sparks

er-critic, Virgil . Thomson, 
labeled with the “wowing tech- 
nique.” From the evidence of 
this one concert, Mr. Bezrodny 
is precisely that. And the large 
audience last week responded to 
it fully. Especially, the rhyth- 
mic exuberance and flashy aglit- 
ter of the Kabalevsky opus bowl 
ed them over completely, when 
applause resounded at the con- 
clusion of each movement. This 
is music that is easily accessible: 
Kabalevsky stands as the type of 
composer who can write music 
pleasing to the Soviet official 
eensors. In fact, one likes to 
recall that this very Violin Con- 
certo was written during that 
momentous year of 1948 that 
saw a new disciplining of Rus- 
sian composers, notably Proko- 
fiev, Shostakovich and Khacha- 
turian. 
Pleasant to Ear 

Despite its facile construction 
and its pseudo-Tchaikovskian 
derivation, the music of this cen- 
certo has a way of falling pleas- 
antly on the ear, especially in 
the folk-like lyricism (Andantino 
cantabile) of its. middle move- 
ment. It was precisely Kabalev: 
sky’s harmonic spices and 
rhythmic vitality that afforded 
full unfoldment for Mr. Bez- 
rodny’s supreme powers. 

It remains to report-that the 
orchestral accompaniments pro- 
vided by the ABC Symphony 
Orchestra, under Hidemaro Ko- 
noye, did not flash in the same 
orbit with the guest soloist. In 
the Mozart and Brahms there 
was some reticence about a few 
entrances and timidity in. the at- 
tacks, but in general it main- 
tained a smooth ensemble in the

One- Chinese rubber source 
told the United Press that Japa- 
nese firms in the past bought 
Singapore rubber at prices a 
few ‘cents:under- the market 
levels from irresponsible ex- 
porters. The result was that 
the Japanese buyers got infer- 
ior quality rubber. He said no 
responsible Singapore exporter 
would sell under market prices 
and still ship the proper qual- 
ity. He said that if Japanese 
importers wanted the right qual- 
ity of rubber they must pay the 
right: prices. 

Rubber sources said Japanese 
firms tried to buy from Indo- 
nesia when the trouble with 
Singapore exporters could not 
be ironed out, but eventually 
returned to the Singapore mar-

Following complaints from 
Japan and other .buyers, the 
Singapore Government set up a 
Rubber Packers Board which 
arbitrated on all complaints.

Small Businesses 
Get Good Results 


Fifty-two, or 75 per cent, of 
Japan’s 86 smaller enterprises 


trades continued to enjoy favor- 
able business during the April- 
December, 1956, period, accord- 
ing to a joint survey by the 
Smaller Enterprises Association 
and the Japan Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry. 

The favorable business was 
attributed to active export and 
domestic demands. The above- 
mentioned percentage was in 
contrast to 64 per cent for 
the previous year, Of the sur- 
veyed smaller businesses, whole- 
salers accounted for 48 different 
trades of which 37 or 77 per 
cent saw continued favorable 
business. 

The percentage for the previ- 
ous year was 47. 

Notably during the third 
fiscal quarter (October to Dec- 
ember) of last year, 78 per cent 
of the 86 smaller manufactur- 
ing enterprises turned out more 
than the previous quarter.

Defends Shipments

MANILA (AP)—The Philip- 
pine Government defended its 
shipments. of scrap iron to 
Japan and said they did not 
violate a ban on exports of 
scrap metal. 

‘Bernardo Abrera, manager of 
the Government-owned Nation- 
al Shipyards and Steel Corpora- 
tion, said the shipments came 
under the terms of the interim 
salvage agreement between 
Japan and the Philippines, sign-

Under the agreement, Abrera 
said, the Philippines was com- 
mitted to send to Japan part of 
the scrap salvaged from World 
War II ship wrecks in Philip- 
pine waters. Japan has under- 
taken the job of salvage. 

Abrera said the scrapy sent 
to Japan was bartered for steel 
plates which were urgently 
|needed here. 

Abrera made the statement 
to counter criticism here of the 
scrap shipments.

The Japanese fleets, which 
had planned to bag some 4,000 
whales this season, caught 3,- 
237.3 whales as of March 7, ac- 
cording to reports reaching the 
Fishery Agency. 

This year’s poor record of the 
Japanese ships is attributed to 
bad weather conditions and to 
the mistake made in selecting 
the fishing grounds. 

The fact that most of the 
fleets are concentrated in the 
main fishing grounds between 
160 and 170 west longitude,

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Final Shisment Arrives 
Of U.S. Reactor Parts 


The third and final shipment 
of parts of a research reactor of 
the water-boiler model arrived 
at the Atomic Energy Research 
Institute in Tokai Village, Tbara- 
gi Prefecture last Friday, re- 
ports Kyodo, 

Toyozo Kamihara, deputy 
head of the Reactor Develop- 
ment Section, and other offi- 
Cials of the Institute and Rob- 
ert C. Stuart, an engineer of 
North American Aviation, - In- 
corporated, supplier of the re- 
search reactor, supervised the 
unpacking. 

The parts arriving included a 
cubic core made of stainless 
steel to which fuel will be fed, 
a drain tank, cooling devices 
and controllers. They weighed 
about eight tons in all. 

The installation of the parts 
which will form the core of the 
reactor, to be started within a 
few days, is expected to be com- 
pleted by the end of the month, 
according to researchers at the 
institute.. 

Enriched uranium is to arrive 
in Japan from the U.S. in mid- 
April, and Japan's first research 
reactor will be put into opera- 
tion toward the end of June.

‘| cast by the Prime Minister, R. G. 


Menzies, that this surplus would 
increase to more than 160 mil- 
lion sterling by the end of the 
current financial year (June 30). 

During the past year, Aus- 
tralia has recovered from a 
trade deficit »f 59,440,000-pounds 
sterling to a surplus of 133,200,- 
000 at the end of February. 

Largely contributing toward 
this big recovery were the boom 
in wool prices and import re 
strictions. 

However, Menzies would not 
say whether this favorable re- 
covery would result in “sub 
stantial” cuts in import restric- 
tions. 

But business leaders are now 
demanding immediate and sub- 
stantial easing of restrictions. 

The powerful Retail Traders 
Association declared “the time 
is now opportune for the Gov- 
ernment to get away from the 
subtle means it has introduced 
for bypassing the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) by shutting goods out 
of the market altogether under 
the guise of import restrictions.”

At Leyden University on Feb. 
20, H. A. Wassenbergh of The 
Hague took his degree as Doc- 
tor of Law with a thesis on 
“Postwar International Civil 
Aviation Policy and the Law of 


Air.” Wassenbergh was pre- 
sented his degree by. D. 
Goedhuls, professor of Air 


Law at Leyden University and 
Dutch Civil Air Attache in Lon- 
don. The thesis, which is in 
English, deals with a topical sub- 
ject: the policy of the various 
countries with respect to inter- 
national air services and the ap- 
plicable law, This book gives a 
good insight into the problems 
which arise during air negotia- 
tions. The prospective introduc- 
tion of jet aircraft for civil avia- 
tion also increases the actuality 
of its contents. The author dis- 
cusses the background and spe- 
cial circumstances which jn- 
fluence the air policy of various 
governments and also further 
developments in the future. At- 
tention is drawn to the strong 
nationalistic tendency and the 
resultant protectionism tending 
to air service operation which is 
detrimental to the public inter- 
ests. The theories of the author 
about a new basis for better in- 
ternational agreement on air 
traffic, notably greater freedom 
for the airlines, deserve atten- 
tion. It is considered inadvisa- 
ble to adhere to the old system 
of State operation of air services, 
now that civil aviation is no 
longer in the first stage of de- 
velopment. The book is dedicat- 
ed to the late Dr. Albert Ples- 
man, the great air pioneer, who 
always advocated greater free- 
dom in the air. -Wassenbergh 
was his secretary during the 
last year of his life.

- The Sohyo (General Council of Japan Trade Unions) 
spring “offensive” is now in full swing and will most likely 
cortinue for the rest of the month.

because they see in it a view of things to come if a dictator- 
ship of the working class should be established here.

Future of SEATO 


. ‘The third annual meeting of the SEATO Council of 
Ministers which opened in the Australian federal capital 
of Canberra on Monday did so at a time when the pros- 
pects for transquillity in Asia are perhaps better than they 
have been at any period since the end of World War II. 

The Southeast Asia Treaty Organization is frankly an 
organization designed to deter Communist aggression in this 
part of the world but in addition to its military side it has 


importent economic and cultural objectives. 


And, in con- 


sonenee with the prevailing circumstances, it is in just 
these latter fields of endeavor that it is now planning to 


increase its usefulness. 


In this connection, it hardly 


needs to be emphasized that most of the Asian nations are 
less. perturbed at the moment by any immediate threat 
from eommunism than concerned with their own economic 


neers. 


The organization is admittedly a lvose one—some 
people have made the criticism that it is altogether too 
nebulous and consequently likely to prove ineffective in 
an emergency. But it seems to us that, having regard to 
the wide economic and political differences between the 
nations that compose it, it can hardly be expected to be so 
closely knit as NATO which comprises Western nations 


more or less in 


e same stage of development. Nor do 


we think there is any need to draw the bonds too tightly. 

Although we may believe that the general situation 
itt East Asia is less tense today, it is clear that a number 
of difficult problems remain—problems which might at 
any convenient opportunity be made to serve Communist 


ambitions. Korea remains 


divided, so does Vietnam. 


- ‘There is the Taiwan-Red China problem and the political 


difficuities in Indonesia. 


Consequently, it is necessary to give heed to the warn- 


ing yoiced on Monday by Mr. Dulles. 


“The open support 


given by the Communist Chinese to Soviet colonialism 


and’ imperi 


m and to Soviet defiance of the United Na- 


tions has ominous implications for all free Asian nations,” 
he said. “These actions give us all ample warning of the 
true nature of the Chinese Communist regime.” Indeed, 
the Perping approval of the Soviet moves in Hungary was 


extremely revealing. 


Japan’s paramount interest is in peace and tranquillity 
in Bast Asia and if SEATO can assist in ensuring and 
maintaining these great desirabilities this country will feel 
well.satisfied. Particularly is Japan interested in any 
endeavor to raise the standards of living in the Asian 
nations and the enlargement of their commerce and in- 
dustry. All genuine efforts fo this end have her unstinted 
support and she will watch with close attention moves to 
revitalize SEATO by the greater application of its opera- 


tions to the economic field. 


Lessons of the Soya 


Antarctic Expedition Reveals Chauvinistic Sentimentality 


As the antarctic survey ship 
Soya steamed home last. week 
after having been dramdtically 
freed from the grips of polar 
ice pack by the Soviet ice- 
breaker Ob, thinking Japanese, 
if not the entire population, had 
a few matters to ponder. 

A basic question provoked by 
the Ob affair was: whether or 
not Japan was trying to reach 
too high for her stature in tak- 
ing part in the IGY programs. 

The polar expedition left To- 
kyo Bay on Nov. 8 last year 
with a 53-man scientific survey 
team, headed by Tokyo Univer- 
sity physicist Takeshi Nagata, 
400 tons of equipment, and 
every necessary item for antarc- 
tic existence, not excluding a 
wooden bathtub, 

Its mission was to establish a 
“hase” 
Coast of Antarctica to conduct 
a survey preliminary to the 
full 17-month program to begin 
November this year. , 

Subjects for investigation in- 
cluded atmospheric conditions, 
terrestrial magnetism, aurora, 
ionosphere, cosmic ray, earth- 
quake, geography, earth struc- 
turé and the antarctic coast. 

The vessel which was to 
make the important but hazard- 
ous journey was the 2,207-ton- 
ner, built originally as a light- 
house supply ship, and remodel- 
ed for the particular mission 
with icebreaking and _ other 
facilities. | | 

Talks of Abandonment 


There were initial difficulties 
for the expedition in nearing 
its destination. But toward the 
end of January, the Soya man- 
aged to reach Ongul Island 
off the Prince Harald Coast. 
Though short of the earmarked 
site, the survey team decided to 
establish its main observation 
base there. 

On Feb. 15, the Soya started 
home through ice floes, leaving 
behind an ali-man wintering- 
over party. 

Within hours, however, the 
Winter of the south pole began 
closing In on the vessel. And 
in spite of all her wigg:ings to 
Shake ice loose, the ship found 
herself at the mercy of the 
frozen sea, 3 

While the nation, and _ the 
families of the men aboard in 
particular, fretted, there were 
talks of the survey team and 


part of the crew having to aban- 


don the ship by helicopter. On 
Feb. 19, the Japanese Govern- 


ment asked the U.S. to send 


the U.S.S. Glacier, 8,600 tons, 
to rescue the Soya. 


At that time, however, the 
Glacier was closer to South 
Africa than to Antarctica. And 
she was not expected to reach 
the Soya until around March 13, 

Race to Rescue 


Six days later, the Govern- 
ment instructed the captain of 
the Soya to contact the Soviet 
icebreaker Ob, which was only 
600 miles away, for possible suc- 
cor. The Ob obliged. 

Thus began a curious race 
between ships of the two great 
powers to reach a_ stranded 
Japanese ship, with an enor- 
mous handicap in distance for 
the U.S. 

The Ob came into sight 
of the Soya on Feb. 28, ripped 
through 12 miles of ice to cir- 
cle around her, and led her out 
to safety in the early morning 
of March 1, 

The exploit of the Ob became 
one of the truly rare occasions 
on which the Japanese felt a 
genuine gratitude to the Soviet 
Union. The Soviet Embassy in 
Tokyo was besieged by not pro- 
testing but thanking Japanese. 

Gratified as the Japanese 
were for the Soviet help, how- 
ever, there were other thoughts 
and emotions, 

Almost universally, news- 
paper columnists and the So- 
cialists in the Diet took the gov- 
ernment to task on two scores:

Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) said 
although the legality or illegal- 
ity ofthe labor offensive was a 
matter to be decided by legal 
authority, any strike launched 
without such ruling was illegal.

It seemed to epitomize the 
vast difference between the 
Soviet Union and Japan. “We 
are grateful to the Soviet Union 
for having rescued the Soya, 
we can’t help feeling ashamed,” 
the sub-editorial writer of a na 
tional daily observed. . 


Whose Responsibility? 


More poignant was the opin- 
ion of another, who stressed 
the matter of responsibility for 
the Soya-Ob incident, Suggest- 
ing that if this had happened 
“in the old days,” the Ministers 
of Navy, Communications (now 
Transportation) and Education 
would have had to resign in 
apology.” 

“The captain, the crew mem- 
bers and the survey team are 
not to blame, of course,” the 
column read, “but those high 
officials who made such a shoddy 
plan are.” 3 ‘ 

Thus, they seemed to agree, 
the Government should spend 
more money te build a bigger 
icebreaker than the Soya to pre- 
vent the recurrence of another 
“disgraceful incident” as well 
as for the successful execution 
of the IGY survey. 

There was still another prob- 
lem concerning the’ expedition, 
which worried some critics. It 
is the excessive sentimentality 
and nationalistic emotions mani- 
fested by the great quantities of 
tears shed by all concerned and 
often overly dramatic behaviors. 

A succinct illustration of this 
is found in the way the survey 
team planted the first national 
flag on the antarctic. 


Emotional Landing 


After erecting a large Rising 
Sun on the polar ice, reports 
from the team said, the men 
lined up and sang the national 
anthem while tears rolled down 
their cheeks, 

In sharp contrast to this 
scene is the dry account of the 
corresponding event for the 
Americans—the landing in last 
October on the South Pole by 
the team headed by Adm. 
George J. Dufek: 

“Dufek was the first out of 
the plane, the second man 
since Norway’s great Roald 
Amundsen (1911) and the first 


since Britain's doughty Robert 
Falcon Scott (1912) to _ feei 
Pole snow crunch underfoot 
_., +. Quickly he and another 
officer chopped an 18-inch hole 
in the snow with an arpine ice 
ax and planted an American 
flag. Into the bamboo flagstaft 


Dufek stuffed a letter verifying , 


that he was there. Someone 
sent out radar reflectors which 
would pinpoint the Pole for the 
flights that were to follow.” 
(TIME, Dec. 31, 1956) 


Likewise, the Japanese team 
was surcharged with a sense of 
tragic heroism when the time 
came for it to leave behind the 
wintering-over party of 11. 
Each man was asked to make 
a “statement” on the occasion, 
which was all printed in a 
major vernacular the next day. 

And the actual parting was 
inevitably heart-rending. The 
men aboard the Soya and those 
on the ice, repeated words of 
farewell and waved until they 
were out of each other's sight. 
All in all it was as though they 
were never to meet again. 


Reception at Home 


At home too, official an- 
nouncements made to mass 
media by top officials in charge 
of the scientific undertaking 
were attended with as much 
emotion and sentiment. When 
the Soya, after days of struggle, 
finally reached the shore, and 
when she was freed by the Ob, 
the official disclosing the news, 
chocked with emotion. To a 
lesser extent, radio announcers 
making off-schedule newscasts 
on the Soya shared the same 
speech difficulty. 

More notable, however, was 
the newspaper coverage of the 
whole affair. Soya’s stories were 
so headlined and played up 
with wirephotos of men and the 
Rising Sun that they were un- 
comfortably reminiscent of the 
war stories in the late 1930's 
and early 1940's. 

An anonymous columnist for 
a vernacular daily observed re- 
cently on this point: 

“(These reports) remind me 
of the Pearl Harbor attack. 
Those scholars and crew mem- 
bers participating in the ex- 
pedition set out with the expec- 
tations and encouragement (of 
the people) as though they 
were going on a suicide mission. 
. «. and there were entirely too 
many tears, too readily shed.”

Glad Bullfighting Off 
To the Editor: 

I hear that bullfighters are not 
coming to Japan, after all, and 
I,am glad of it. I, for one, 
would never have encouraged 
their coming. 

When I was in Spain, I used 
to see bullfights now and then, 
and I came to realize that bull- 
fighting, more than a mere 
sport, is a “feast” full of knight- 
ly spirit, skill, art and joy. So 
difficult, on the other hand, to 
be reproduced eut of its proper 
atmosphere, that had it been 
performed in Tokyo, I am sure 
it would have proved a complete 
failure, 

For a really good bullfight the 
first requisite is that the puil- 
fighter should be first rate. Now, 
the bullfighters that were *om- 
ing to Japan are only “ama- 
teurs” who so far have got 
neither fame nor a name. The 
second requisite is that the pulis 
should be good ones; now, the 
bulls which were to be brought 
over from Spain were not good. 
Good bulls can be fought only 
by first rate fighters. Besides, 
the long voyage was sure to 
make them less fit for the trial. 
One more thing about the bulls 
is that a bull should be fougnt 
only one time. Now, it was re- 
quested that in Japan each bull 
should be fought two or three 
times! 

The third requisite concerns 
the public. A successful bullfight 
requires not only sympathizing, 
but enthusiastic spectators who 
understanding the real meaning 
of the fight are able to identify 
themselves with the man per- 
forming on the arena, Here in 
Japan, I am afraid, the fight 
would have carried on with per- 
fect silence on the part of the 
public, or at best with the cold 
interest that is aroused by a 
tamer of wild beasts, not with 
the thrill that is called forth by 
a man who has made it a point 
of honor to take the utmost risk 
for the sake of showing his 
courage. A bullfight carried 
out. in this emotionless way 
would not have been a Spanish 


bullfight but a ridiculous coun- 
terfeit. 

These are the reasons for 
which I would never have en- 
couraged bullfighting in Japan, 
not for the reasons that nave 
lately appeared in the papers. 
These unfounded excuses and 
scruples are the outcome of pre}- 
udice or at best of ignorance. 
Formerly, those who attacked 
bullfighting used to show con- 
cern for the danger to which 
the fighter exposed himself. 
Nowadays the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to An- 
imals and its followers shed 
crocodile tears not for the bull- 
fighter but for the poor bull 
which, by the way, in the Tokyo 
bullfight was not going to be 
killed, but fought only and then 
sent back peacefully to the 
stable. 

But the most unexpected and 
absurd argument was the one 
put forward by those who held 
that the sight of the bullfignt 
might contribute to increase the 
rate of juvenile delinquency 
and criminality in Japan, That 
would be as much as to say that 
Spain had the lead of the world 
im the matter of immorality. 
Nevertheless, statistics show 
that as a matter of fact, Spain 
ie the country in the world with 
the lowest percentage of crimi- 
nals, prisoners, and _ divorces, 
The writer of the letter that 
appeared on The Japan Times 
on March 5 must have ignorea 
this or he would never. nave 


picked out Spain and placed it 
among the degenerate nations of 
the world. 

I repeat, ‘that for the time bde- 
ing, I do not believe that bull- 
fighting can be carried out suc- 
cessfully in Japan, and this not 
tur the reasons brought forward 
by the abovementioned society, 
nor for the fear that it might 
provoke immorality of any kind, 
but for the reasons I have ex- 
pressed before.

At. Nigatsudo Temple, in the 
compounds of Todaiji Temple, 
Nara, one of the oldest, quaintest 
and most solemn rites of the 
country is held beginning at 
midnight, Feb. 12. It is called 
O-mizu-tori or ‘water drawing 
and is more than 12 Centuries 
old. 

The origin goes back to Priest 
Jitsuchu who erected the temple 
in 752 and held in February of 
that year a service for the 12- 
faced Kannon enshrined there. 
Hence the temple came to be 
called Nigatsudo (February tem- 
ple). It is furthermore said that 
Jitsuchu asked for the blessing 
of Daimyojin Shrine at Unose, 
Wakasa province, on the coast 
of the Japan Sea and water 
came from Wakasa to Nigatsudo 
by an underground chanriel, 


Thus it came to be believed 
that on the day the rite is held 
at Nigatsudo, water flows from 
Wakasa to the well at the Niga- 
tsudo temple, which remains 
dry all through the year. At 
Unose, Wakasa, a rite of send- 
ing water to Nara is also held. 

The O-mizu-tori rite begins at 
midnight in solemn  dark- 
ness: Formerly the priests of 
the temple who participated in 
the rite lived in the temple for 
two weeks, cut off from the out- 
side world. 


The water drawing rite starts 
at 2 a.m, on Feb. 13. The priests 
enter Nigatsudo, walking around 
its corridor, carrying large 
torches and chanting sutras. Ex- 
cept for the torches there is no 
light in the whole compound. It 
is believed that sparks from the 
torches will not set fire to any- 
thing. 

Then water is drawn from the 
hitherto dry well, which has a 
roof over it while ancient music 
is played. The water is called 
fragrant water and believed to 
have power to expel sickness. 

An old record says that once 
an attempt was made to find out 
whether water actually flowed 
from Wakasa to Nara, and some 
chemicals were thrown into the 
Wakasa. The same 
chemicals were said to have 
been discovered in the water 
drawn at Nigatsudo on the early 
morning of Feb, 13.

Khrushchev’s Price 


WASHINGTON—The report 
by this. reporter’s partner of 
his interview with the Soviet 
Union's No. 1 man, Nikita 5. 
Khrushchev, has, ef course, 
been conned over word for 
word by the Governmert’s 
Soviet experts. The most im- 
portant words, they agree, were 
those in. which Khrushchev 
spelled out the Soviet price for 
withdrawing the Red Army 
from the satellites. 


Khrushchev was more speci- 
fic in this respect than any So- 
viet spokesman has ever been 
before. In return for with- 
drawing the Red Army, he said, 
“Western European countries 
would also withdraw their 
troops’ stationed in the terri- 
tories of other Western Euro- 
pean countries. The United 
States would also withdraw its 
troops to American territory 
from Europe and Asia, and 
along with that would go the 
liquidation of all foreign bases.” 


Thus Khrushchev demanded 
the liquidation of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization— 
and, of course, it has always 
been assumed that this would 
be part of the price. But 
Khrushchev also demanded, in 
effect, the total liquidation of 
the American power position, 
not only in Europe, but Asia. 
He demanded the withdrawal of 
American forces everywhere, 
from Greenland to Okinawa. 


Another part of his price was 
that the Western powers should 
recognize the Communist re- 
gimes as permanent—“To ac- 
cept this as a believer would 
say, as something given by 
God.” The clear’ implication 
here is that, even after the Red 
Army withdrew, the Soviets 
would claim the right to use 
force to prevent the overthrow- 
ing of the “God-given” Commu- 
nist regimes, 

Khrushchev’s statement has 
thus greatly strengthened the 
negative side in a vitally sig- 
nificant subterranean debate 
which has been going on with- 
in the American Government. 
The debates has centered 
around these questions: 


Is it worth while to attempt 
seriously to negotiate with the 
Soviets on their terms for with- 
drawing the Red Army to their 
borders? If so, what price 
might the United States and the 
West be prepared to pay for 
such a withdrawal? 


The debate has been subter- 
ranean because the subject of 
debate is as internationally sen- 
sitive as it possible to be. Yet 
it has been a most serious de- 
bate all the same. Indeed, the 
subject has been discussed re- 
peatedly by the President and 


British Defense Dilemma

LONDON (AP)—The British 
today find themselves in a de- 
fense dilemma that calls for a 
display of all the diplomatic skill 
this country has developed. The 
problem is this. 

Because of economic difficul- 
ties and the need to reshape the 
pattern of its military setup to 
fit the nuclear age, Britain has 
decided it must cut the size of 
troop commitments to West Ger- 
many for the defense of Western 
Europe. Britain’s allies oppose 
the cuts. 

Britain could disregard the 
views of WEU and NATO part- 
ners and just slash forces in 
West Germany from 80,000 to 
50,000 (WEU is the Western Eu- 


ro lliancte, seven-nation 
pean A a se NAN 


collective defense pact; NATO is 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization.) 

But Britain is bound by an 
agreement not to “withdraw” 
four divisions in West Germany 
without consent of the majority 
of WEU. Britain does not want 
to violate a treaty obligation. 

A cut in the size of the West 
ern defense shield could impe- 
ril the entire alliance. A 
chain reaction could set in with 
other powers deciding to cut 
their own contributions to 
NATO. NATO has less than half 
the strength deemed necessary 
by Gen. Lauris Norstad, Sup- 
reme Commander. 

How did _ Britain become 
bound to keep troops in force 
on the continent? 

In 1954, to win French approv- 
al for West, German rearma- 
ment Sir Anthony Eden promis- 
ed to put ur divisions into 
Western many. 

This Paris agreement of Oct. 
23, 1954, led to creation of WEU. 
Under it Britain agreed “not to 
withdraw these forces against 
the wishes of the majority of 
the high contracting parties 
who should take their decision 
in the knowledge of view of 
SACEUR (Supreme Allied Con» 
mander of Europe).” 


When WEU foreign ministers 
met here last week, all six al- 
lies spoke frankly against the 
British plan. When NATO met 
in Paris, all members also were 
firmly against it. 

Britain hopes to have the 
matter settled before the end of 
this month and in time for 
this country’s new budget. 

A new WEU meeting will be 
held in a few weeks. At that 
meeting Britain must get the 
other nations to waive objec- 
tions to its defense cuts and 
thereby release the British 


‘from the binding words of the 


Paris pact. 


Britain has agreed to take 
into serious consideration the 
opposing views of its allies, 

That wouki indicate Britain 
is willing to find some com- 
promise to permit a slash in 


too much harm to the Western 
alliance. 

The accepted belief is that 
Britain will agree to hold off 
the cuts until the end of 1957, 
when German rearmament 
begins to make itself shown. 
West Germany is scheduled to 
contribute five divisions to 
NATO forces. 

Then the British cuts could 
be spread over another full 
year so that by the start of 1959 
the West German contribution 
could more than make up for 
the British reductions.

The immediate impetus of the 
debate was provided by ‘the 
Hungarian uprising.

Third, 
failing such a withdrawal, fur 
ther uprisings in the satellites 
were probable, and such upris- 
ings—especially in East. Ger- 
many~—involved the clear risk 
of a world war. 

Soviet Premier Nicola] Buiga- 
nin’s letter of Nov. 20 to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, when the Hun- 
garian revolt was at its height, 
further stimulated the secret de- 
bate. For the Bulganin letter 
proposed, at least by implication, 
a mutual 500-mile withdrawal 
from a demilitarized: gone in 
central Germany.

Such a withdrawal would take 
American forces out Ger- 
many, and thus for all practical 
purposes. off the continent. But 
it would also take the Red Army 
out of most of the satellite area. 
A minority within the Govern 
ment—chiefiy Harold Stassen 
and State Department policy- 
planner Robert Bowie—contend- 
ed that this at least suggested 
that the Soviets might be in a 
mood te negotiate seriously 
about mutual withdrawal, 

Outside the Government, ex- 
Ambassador to the Soviet Union 
George Kennan, who still has 
enormous influence with the for- 
eign service professionals, also 
argued that the time has come 
to “study the various possibili- 
ties for ... withdrawal of both 
Soviet and American forces from 
Central and Eastern Europe.” 
The President was impressed 
by such arguments. The Pef- 
tagon, especially, was violently 
opposed, Ultimately it was de 
cided to hold the whole matter 
in abeyance.

But Khrushchev’s statement 
seems to have written finis to 
the debate, perhaps once and for 
all. For Khrushchev’s price was 
not a withdrawal of American 
forces from continental Europe, 
but a withdrawal of all Ameri- 
can forces, in Asia as well as 
Europe, back to the continental 
United States, 

This is not a serious basis for 
negotiation, and, in the view of 
the best judges, it was not in- 
tended to be. In short, if there 
ever was a time when a new 
approach looking toward world 
settlement was possible, that 
time appears to have passed,
